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Education continue to be the cLief subject of study, but a, most useful and promisinff 
development is reflected in the increase of tliose wbo come for courses in Physicd 
Training and Domestic Science. The Higb Commissioner would warmly endorse 
Dr. Quayle’s tribute to the most praiseworthy manner in wliicli the women students 
have adapted themselves to the war-time conditions in this country. 

5. As in previous years, the High Commissioner has been able to arrange for practical 
training facihties in the various branches of Engineering and Technology for the majority 
of students who have applied to him for assistance. As will be noted from paragraph 17 
of the Eeport, there was an increase of about 50 in these applications, whilst offers of 
facilities were received in the case of 177 applicants, as compared with 167 during the 
previous year. This increase may be regarded, as all the more satisfactory, bearing in 
mind the special conditions prevailing in industry during tlie period under revww. 
It is necessary to repeat that many applicants suffer disappointment through trying 
or er^ecting to obtain training on terms, such as the non-payment of the customary 
premium or by asldng for wages, which are not the ordinary rule of the trade concerned 
even for English students and applicants. Others, unfortunately, fail because they 
have no clear idea of the exact training which they seek or no Axity of purpose in 
carrying it out. Sir Eirozkhan Noon is glad to note that the students placed for training 
gave a satisfactory account of tliemselves, and he is deeply grateful for the ready 
assistance given by the many firms and organisations detailed in Appendix VIII to the 
Eeport. 

6. A perusal of Dr. Quayle’s Eeport as a whole discloses features both welcome and 

unwelcome in the. records of the students who have left India for purposes of study or 
training. The most welcome feature, in the opinion of the High Commissioner, is the 
inspiring account whinli it furnishes of the many academic successes achieved, especially 
by the post-graduate and advanced workers, and the distinctions gained on the athletic 
fi.eld and in the sphere of extra-academic activities. Sir Firozlchan Noon has good 
reason to believe that the Indian student of to-day do'es, to an ever-increasing extent, 
realise that, whilst he is equipping himself for his chosen profession, he should also take 
fi^ advantage of the abundant opportunities of gaining, from conteot and co-operation 
with ins fellow-students in the class room or on the playing field, wose personal and 
social qualities "which may be so valuable a complement to acadeimc and professional 
qualifications. , , . 

7. { The unwelcome features of the Eeport, as imfortimately of previous Eeport^ 
are re^dewed in paragraphs 43 and 44. The High Commissioner is gravely concerned 
at the' cases of serious illness and nervous breakdoivn which are from ti^e to time 
brought- to his notice, and once again he would urge on Indian parente and guardians 
the vital importance of a strict medical examination, especially in the case of those 
whose phvsiaue appears to be below normal, before young men and women are sent' 
from Tndi g to very <fffferent conditions of life and climate. Dunng the year four students 
are known to have died in this country from tuberculosis and the Department had to 
arrange for%he immediate return to India of others who were seriously ill from the same 
cause. In some at least of these cases, it was clear from the medical hMtory; that the 
students concerned ought never to have been allowed to leave Indm. But it is satis- . 
factory to ikn'ow-'that the majority of the students keep in excellent health durmg their/ 
stay her/and thafMiany undoubtedly 'benefit considerably from the change. , 

Happily, the ii 3 «tance§. of moral lapses, thou^ stiU grievous and sometimes 
tfagic, are few compared witli the total number of students, and it can be safely asserted 
■fthat, as a community, Indian students have maintained a creditable record in this 
country. It is important that there should be no falling off in this good record, and thf- 
High Commissioner would invite tlie serious attention of parents and guardians in J^i j,, 

to the observations made by Dr. Quayle in paragraph 44 of his Eeport. 

9. In conclusion, 'Sir Eirozldian Noon desires once again to place on record his. 
indebtedness to the ^failing courtesy and assistance which he continues tw recei^" 
from the educational, professional and industrial authorities in tliis count]^- Ho n^ also 
much pleasure in bringing to the notice of the Government of India the exceUent work 
of Dr. Quayle and his assistants, who have shQwn'conspicuous ability, tact and patienc.e • 
in dealing with the special problems affecting Eidian students on the outbmuk of war. "

INTRODUCTION. 

1. I Lave the honour to prcscni.. for the information of the High Commissioner 
for India, my Report on the work of tlie Education Department for the Academic Year 
ending 80th September, 1 080. 


Section I. ' ' 

GENERM.. 

2. During August and Sei)tember, 1030, the linal montlis of the period covered by 
tliis Report, when tlie international crisis became most acute, a inmiber of students 
who had proposed to come here in time for the o]>cning of the new academic year, 
cancelled their passages. YHiilsl. the figures given below thus show a certain decrease 
as compamd vath the previous year, the work of the Department thVoughout the period . 
was consistent!)' ]lca^*)'. Tlie niimber of individual interviews, which riocs not include 
the large number pemonaily granted each week by the High Commissioner and the 
Deputy High Commissioner, averaged well over a hundred each week for the entire year, 
and during September, when students, as well ns their parents and guardians in India, 
were naturally worried and anxious about their position should war break out, the 
Department had an especially liiLsy time.

3. Eiglit liimdred and forty-one apjilicntions for admission for tlie session beginning 
1938 were received and the total number of offers of admission obtained on behalf of the 
applicants was 690. The remainder cither withdrew their apiiHcations, or did not possess 
the initial qualifications for admission to the desired courses of study or training, or there 
were no vacancies at the institutions which the)’’ wished to enter. 

4. One hundred and seventy-seven students wore luider tlie formal supervision of 
the Department during the year, including 120 State and Special Scholars,’ four Bunna 
Forestry ProhtfiSioners, 27 students in receipt of grants or allowances from Memonai or 
Trust fundsi^ight students awarded research grants-in-aid by the High Commissioner, 
12 students entrusted liy'parents or guardians to the supervision of the Department for 
the pui^iose of their education in this 'country. 

5. In September, 1939, IMr. B. C. McEwen. the Education Adviser and Guardian of 
^.(eEr^erabad students in this country, was called up for "War Service, and at the reque^ 

of the Government of His Exalted ffiglmess the Nizam, the High Coniinissioner agreea 
to take charge of the Hyderabad students. 


Section II. 

UNIVERSITY STUDENTS. 

6. From the particulars furnished in Appendix II tq tliis Report, it ivill be seen that 
duxmg the academic year 1^38—9 there were 1514 Indian students-, including 131 women 
^Aidents, pursuing full-time courses at Universities and Colleges in this coimtry. ,:This 
figure represents a- drop of about 5Ci as compared with the previous year. The largest 
number of full-time stud^ts was in the Faculty of Medicine, in which 474 students were 
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registered, wliile Arts, including Education and Law, comes next -witli 336. Engineering 
and Technology follow witli 276 students, and Pure Science and Economics udth 159 
students and i09 students respectively. Agriculture had 93 students, and 73 were 
studjdng various unclassified subjects. Comparing these figures ndtli those for 1937-8, 
it uill be noted that there is a further drop of about 50 in Arts, wliereas Medicine, 
Engineering and Tco])nolog)’- and Pure Science have remained substantially the same. In 
addition to tJie full-time students shomi above, there were about 11 8 students, including 
four women, pursuing part-time occasional courses in the various Eaculties, while there 
were 200 students (including 17 women) in attendance at the Educational Institutions 
shown in Appendix II (d). The particulars furnished in Appendices IV, V and VT show 
that Indian members of Educational Institutions in this country have again achieved 
notew’orthy academic, at, Idetic and other successes. 

7. Jilr. "Whitehead, the Secretary’ of the Inter-Collegiate Indian Students Committee, 
University of Cambridge, reports .that during the period under review' the total number 
of Indian students in residence Avas 1 30, a total exceeded only once or twice in the 
last tw’cnty y'ears. TJic chief academic and athletic distinctions gained are given in 
Appendices V and VI, but it may be pointed out here that two Indian students, 
Messrs. Eriend-Peroira (of Christ’s College) and N. Sahgal (Trinity Hall), Avho had 
each obtained a Eirat Class in Part 1 of their Tripos, English and Law respectively, 
rounded off a brilliant career at Cambridge by obtaining Eirsts in Part II also. 
Mr. Eriend-Pereira has since been appointed to a Chair in English in the University of 
Calcutta. Special attention ma}' also be called to the liigh distinction gained by Air. 
R. K. Pillai, Ph.U., Eitzwilliam House, on being aw'arded the Benn W. Levy Studentship 
in Bio-Chemistry, a University aw’ard. Since 1930 Indian students have sixteen times 
carried off the folloAring UniA'cmity distinctions : Isaac NcAAiion Studentship (Astronomy 
and Physical Optics), four times ; Rayleigh Prize (^Mhematics), three times ; Sheep- 
shanks Exliibition (Astronomy), three times ; Adam Smith Prize (Economics), twice ; 
Tyson Medal (Astronomy), once : Tyson Prize (Astronomy), once ; Wright Studentship 
(Arabic), once ; Benn W. LcAy Studentsliip (Bio-Chemistry), once. This is a record 
which reflects the greatest credit on the students concerned and is also a tribute to the 
Indian Universities from which they passed on to Cambridge. 

8. I deeifly regret to report that ]\b‘ss Hilda Shoote, wdio has acted for many years 
as Secretary to Sir. Wliitehead, died on Slay 7th, 1939, after a long and painful 
illness bravely’ and cheerfully borne. Sliss Shoote Avas well loiowm to successive genera- 
tions of Indian students, AA'hose interests and Avelfare were her constant care. She Avas 
held in high esteem by the Indian student community at Cambridge and her loss is 
deeply' regretted. 


" 9.' • During the period under rcvicAV no noAv or modified regulations of special interest 
caine into force. With the outbreak of AA'ar in September, 1939, most of the constituent 
Schools and Colleges of the University made airangements to transfer their Eaculties to 
various centres throughout the country. Inevitably, teaching facilities, especially at the 
post-graduate stage, have been severely curtailed and in many cases entirely dis- 
continued. It is thus more than CA'er essential for students Avho^fopose tq apply for 
admission next session to make sure, before leaving India, tJmtIihe facilities Avhicli they 
desire arc really available, and that tlieir admission can bo arranged. In nonnal’yeais it 
has often been possible to niake alternative arrangements for students Avho on arrival have 
changed their proposed coumes of study, or for tho^e Avho arrive AAuthout having made 
any aTrangements at all. But in the present circumstances it is uidikely that any suefi" 
last-minule adjustments wall be possible. - I'uuysui.n

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11. Dr. Mackenzie, Universit)’’ Adviser, again i)ays a tribute to the veiy good 
conduct of the Indian students in Edinburgli, Avho dming the j^ear numbered 163, 
including 118 at the University and other institutions and GO at the Eoyal Infirmary. 
The various academic and atJliletic distinctions which they gained are given in the 
Appendices to tliis Report, but it may lierc be especially noted that the Diploma in 
Education Special Prize for Foreign Students was aAvarded to i\Ir. Dhinibhai M. Desai, 
B.A., B.T. (Bombay). Special attention may also be called to the high professional 
distinctions, as recorded in Appendix V (c), gained by Indian Medical Students at 
Edinburgh. Post-graduate courses aie normally available at Edinburgh, though these 
have inevitably become severely restricted since tlie outbreak of war, wliilst excellent 
clinical facilities are available at the Royal Infirmary. Ur. Mackenzie again urges Indian 
students to take more advantage of the excellent facilities provided by the University 
Athletic Club and the Physical Welfare Classes. 

12. Dr. Bromi, Local Adviser, Glasgow, reports that the Indian students attending 
the University classes during the academic year were consi-stcntl}* above average merit 
and tliat they utilised their time to the best advantage. He points out that economic 
conditions in India had adversel}' affected the number of Indian students seeking ad- 
mission, especially in Engineering, but the conunencement -of the academic year in 
October, 1938, showed an improvement, especially ns regards Engineering, and it is 
hoped that the increase in numbers will be maintained. ^Ibe reduction in nimibers 
tended to curb the activities of the Indian students in many directions and wliile the 
academic standard reached was high, Indians were not so prominent as usual in the 
Hockey and Cricket fields, although several have been in, regular attendance in the 
University Gjnnnasium. It is worthy of note that Mr. Naidoo^ iin Indian born in Africa, 
represented the University in the Athletic field as a sprinter dJi several occasions. In 
spite of the depleted mmibers, the Indian students, Dr. Brown adfls, ,wero able to carry 
on the work of the Indian Union, and they participated entliusjJfS^i^iljKin the work and 
the social activities of the' Student International Club. The 3 ^lfft?‘of?libse two clubs to 
Indians resident in Glasgow, and more especially to Indians ariiving in Glasgow, cannot 
be overestimated. The Annual Dance of the Indian Union was a great success as usxial 
and the contributions of the Indian students to the “ Indian Students’ Night ” at the 
International Club and to the Annual Concert of Nations were applauded and appre- 
ciated by largo audiences. 


Section III. 

PROFESSIONAL AND PRACUTCAL TRAINING. 

13. The pressure on tlie accommodation of Medical Schools and Colleges all over the 
country during the period imder review has not decreased. It has again been especially 
heavy in London, and, as in previous years, students, especially those seelang punica 
courses to prepare for the Final L.R,C.P., il.R.C.S. or equivalent exaniinatio^, nave 
shown themselves reluctant to take advantage of the excellent facilities available at 
many of the Medical Schools in the provinces. During the great part of the academic 
year 1938-9, these facilities were generally available, but it should pow be borne m 
mind -tliat the position has been greatly- affected by the international situation, startmg 
from the crisis of September, 1938, just before the opening of the period imder review, 
ending with the outbreak of war at the end. The whole of the medical teaching in 
London was then disorganised, all post-graduate teaching ceased and most of the students, 
especially those in pre-clinical years, were evacuated from London to various centra 
in the provinces, with the result' that the provincial medical schools have been caUea 
upon to provide accommodation for large numbers ;of London students. MecUcai 
students from India are accordingly advised not to come to this' coimtry under .e^strng 
cdn^tions imless "tihey have definitely ascexrtainedj^ prior to leaving Indi^'^r that t e 
facilities which they seek are in fact available. • 'f- .

14. So far as post-graduate studies are concerned, the number of places tyailable in 
London for the special F .R_-G.S. courses still remains very limited, and this limitation 
marked iii'‘the'^caae of the special'M.R.O.P. courses.' The British Post-gradua^ 
Medical School has, however, tended in some respects to relieve these difficulties, siffQC,. 
excellent clinical facilities aifi. teaching are ^provided ‘Uiere, though the greatest* beh^t 
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irom these coiu-ses is probably derived by students who have already had good pro- 
fessional experience and udio are capable of observing and learning for themselves 
without requiring specific lectures in preparation for particular examinations. Mention 
should also be made of the continued heavy pressure on the accommodation available 
for the Tubercidous Diseases Diploma course held at the Welsh N’ational School of 
Medicine, Cardiff. Though this course normally starts in January, it is most important 
that intending applicants should realise the necessity of sending in their full applications 
preferably tlirough this office, before June 1st of the preceding year. 

15. An important new development is the decision of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
England, to grant in principle recognition of resident surgical posts held at Indian 
hospitals not associated with the Universities and Medical Colleges there, for the purpose 
of satisfying the relevant regulation for admission to the Final F.R.C.S. Examination 
in London. This reco^tion is granted in re.spect of specific posts at specific hospitals 
W'hich must themselves apply to the Royal College and must satisfy them that they 
comply with tlie conditions laid down. Tlus neAV and welcome regulation should tend 
to relieve the serious difficulty encoimtered by Indian doctors coming to this country 
after having.qualified in India , in the hope of obtaining resident surgical posts at hospitals, 
so as to satisfy the reflations for admission to the F.R.C.S. Final. Such posts in hospitals 
associated wfith lilediwil Schools and Colleges in London arc from time to time obtained 
by Lidians, but the selection in their case is not unnaturally limited to the students w'ho 
have taken the full medical course at the School or College in question, and have been 
selected after consideration of their merits in conjunction with those of their fellow 
students. .;Tt is most diffioAilt, if not altogether impossible, for other students to obtain 
one of th^e. eagerly so^|ht for posts. 


16. The varioas Medical Schools and Faculties throughout the country 

continued careful and sympathetic consideration to applications sub- 

mitted to thenifOn behalf ’« Indian students and have admitted as many as they possibly 
..could, having regard to the large number of candidates for admission, both from home 
and from ovefseas. 


17. The Departnfent, in collaboration with the India Store Department, has, during 
'.the year under re\'iew, dealt wdth 827 apph’cations for practical training facilities in 
‘.the various branches of Engineering^ and Technology, etc., as conmared wdth 276 during 
the preceding year. From the particulars given in Appendix VII, it will be noted that 
25 students withdrew^ their applications, and that in the case of 18 applicants it was not 
possible to Lake action on their behalf, as either they did not possess the necessary 
preliniih'ary qualifications or insisted on terms in regard to premium, or payment of usages, 
which it is not the practice of the firms concerned to grant. Of the remaining 289 cases, 
. 68 w'ere under consideration at the end of the period covered by tliis Report (offers of 
facilities have since been received in 42 of these cases), and in 49 cases the necessary 
facilities w^ere not available.. Suitable offers were secured in 177 cases, 32 of wdiich 
were, for various reasons, refused by the applicants concerned. The number of cases 
in wdiich training facilities w’ere accepted was thus 143, distributed as follows :

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I should like to ejqjress my cordial thanlcs for the valuable collaboration of the 
Director-General, India Store Department, and his Teclmical Officers in obtaining 
offers from various firms in many of these cases. 


18. In his Report for the year 1938-89, the D^ector-General of the India Store 
Department refers to the increasing difficidty in obtaining practical training facilities, 
but it may nevertheless be noted that during the last five years the offers wliich have 
been received have risen from 123 in 193d— 85 to 177 in the year under review. This may 
be regarded as being all the more satisfactoiy in that this period, including as it did 
the international crisis which arose in September, 1938, and culminating a year later in 
the outbreak of war, inevitabty resulted in special problems and difficulties. Students 
for whom facilities were actually arranged, or could probably have been arranged, had 
either to return to India or were obliged to postpone^-their training to a later date. Many 
firms in this country were engaged on Government- work of a nature wliich precluded 
their acceptance of trainees, and such facilities as had been available on the Continent 
finally faded array as rumouin of War became more msistent. 

At the same time it ought to be clearly realised that during tire past feAV years the 
difficulty of obtaining suitable and satisfaeWy training'facilities for Indian students has 
markedly increased, especially in industry generally as distinct from the various 
branches of Engineering. In fact, as I have repeatedly pointed out in previous reports, 
it has been practically impossible to obtain facilities in certain industries where 
Secret or special processes were involved, such as the chemical and glass industries, 
or where, as in Textiles, Indian competition is formidable. This is an important matter 
to which I shall refer later in my general observations.

19. As in previous years, there were again numerous applications for training facilities 
in such branches as Banldng, Insurance and Actuarial practice. A number of stodente 
were placed with leading banlcs, but it may a^atn be emphasised that training^ of thisldnd, 
which does not as a rule extend be 3 'ond a period of one year, is not likely in itself to lead 
to a banldng appointment when the students concerned have retm-ned to India. Students 
are accordingly not advised to seek these facilities imless thay have a reasonable prospect 
of employment after the satisfactory completion of their training. Thanks to the scheme 
arranged wth the co-operation of the Institute of Actuaries and certain of the leading 
Insurance organisations, and described in my Report lor 1935-36, students possessing 
the prescribed qualifications seeldng practical e^qperience in actuarial work were usually 
placed without difficult)’’. 


20. In my Report for 1934r-36, I gave particulars of the scheme under which the 
Director-General of the British Broadcasting Corporation Idndly arrai^ed to accep 
annually two Indian students, from amongst those who had graduated m Mectneal 
Engineering here, for a two years’ apprenticeship course in Broadcasting Eugmeenng, 
alongside of the home apprentices whom the Corporation train and select for their own , 
engineering branches. It was hoped that the development of hroadcastmg in India 
would he materially assisted by a training scheme which in due course might be eigiected 
to previde a supply of well-qualified Indian Engineers. None of the four,. students who 
duly and satisfactorilycompleted ’bhejcourse and thus qualified, as fuUy trained ■n’ireless 
broadcasting “engineers washable to ffind such employment when he returned "to Inma, 
and in^th^e circumstances, and aftei: Consultation with the British Broadcastmg 
Corppfation and the Government ot India, tlie scheme has been abandoned. 

21.. It is sa’fcisfactory.to notdwat the Institution of Mechanical Engineers has now 
decided to recognise the Engineering Degrees of the Benares Hindu University and of the 
Bombay University, as exempting from Part II, Section A, of their Associate Membei'ship 
Examination. V 


22. The studen’ts placed for training have generally given eve^ satisfaction to 
temporary employers and the grateful thanks of the High Commissioner are due jbe 
firms and organisations, as shown in Appendix VIII, ‘which were good enough to aflord 
tlie necessary facilities. •

24. A list of State and other scholars with their courses of study of training is given 
in Appendix IX, while the academic and other distinctions which they gained during the 
period under review are included in Appendix VI. Special mention may perhaps be made 
of the folloAving : Mr. K. V. Srinath (Government of India) and Mr. M. 0. Ghani (Bengal 
Lytton Moslem Scholar) obtained the Bh.D. degree. University of London ; Manug 
Ba Thi (Burma) obtained the Ph.D. of the University of Liverpool ; Mss K. E. Bruen 
(BuMna) bbtai^^ed the M.A. in Geography of the University of London ; Mr. N. D. Appa 
piyspre) passed his B.Sc.'

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26. Duiing the period under review, numerous applications were received from 
students in need of financial assistance to enable them to continue and complete the 
research or advanced work on which they were engaged. After consultation vith the 
Professors or the Heads of Departments under whom they were worldng, the High 
Commissioner, from the funds placed at his disposal by various Provincial Governments 
in India, awarded grants of varying amounts to students, a list of whom is given in 
Appendix X. The amoimt annually available for these grants is strictly limited, and it 
should be especially noted that not all the Provincial Governments allocate funds for 
this purpose, and the High Commissioner is accordingly not in a position to award grants 
for students from non-contributing Pro\'mces. 


Section V. 

STUDENTS ENTRUSTED TO THE SUPERVISION OF THE HIGH 

COSBIISSIONER. 

27. Twelve students were entrusted by parents or guardians to the supervision of 
tlie High Commissioner during the period under review. Nine of these students were 
under the direct charge of the Department, and three were placed in the care of the 
Local Adviser at Glasgow. For the Indian students at Oxford, Cambridge and Edin- 
bmgh, the respective University authorities imdertake this responsibility, and during the 
year there were nine students under the supervision of the Secretary of the Delegacy 
for Oriental Students at Oxford, four of the Secretai}’’ of the Inter-Collegiate Indian 
Students’ Committee at Cambridge, and six of the University Adviser to mdian 
Students at Edinburgh.

28. The Report of the Indian Students’ Loan Fund Dommittee for the i 
year ending 31st March, 1939, shows that the Committee received £47 19s. m s 
subscriptions and donations, £195 16s. from Indian Revenues, £32 3s. pet. as m 
on investments, and £431 15s. Id. by repayments from previous Mcipirate oi loai^. 
The Committee arranged to help 38 students Ttith loans amountmg to *^44 s. ., 
compared with loans to 39 students, amountmg to £586 7s. 6d., dunng 
fifteen months. In December, 1938, Miss L. M. Broolcs, O.B.E., late garden and Secreto^ 
of the London (Royal Free Hospital) School of Medicine for Women, ]omed the Oomraicre 
and kindly undertook the duties of Honorary Secretary. 


29. The Report of the Indian Students’ Union and Hostel, 112, Gower Street, 
London, for the year 1938 records another year, of useful service rendered o . ^ 
student communitj’-. It is worthy of'npte that the number of membere 
increased, being 902 as against 808 in 1937, and the statement of income and. expe 
shows a small balance on the' right side. The general high standa.rd ® , 
various activities of the Institution, which are greatly appreciated by the Indian s 
community, was well maintained.

30. The Report of the Indian Gymkhana Club for the year 1938, shows - 

there has been a small reduction in the number of members, 162 as against ""1^ | 

the financial position of the club has been considerably improved. As a resmt , 

donations amounting to £359 7s. 3d., received during the year, the_ outstondmg de o 
the club has been paid off, and in addition a sum. of £300 ‘has been set aside to form t e 
nucleus of a depreciation and property improvement fund. ■ In the Cricket Secfaom out o 
42 matches played, 26 were won, seven were drawn, and nine were lost. Injbhe Hockey 
•action, eleven matches were played, and all were., won. Sir Firozklian Noon vas At 
Horae to the members of the chib and their friends' oh 6th’ July, on the occasion of the 
•aimual cricket match, at Osterley, between tfie lliglijCo'mmissioners’ XI and the Club. 
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31. Tlic Accommodation Officer repoi’is that during tlie period under review 211 
enquiries were received from students or their parents or guardians, and in this connec- 
tion 174 letters were received and 199 sent out: peisonal callers to enquire about 
acconunodation numbered 1 48. In addition to women students, who, provided they have 
informed the Accommodation Officer of the day and time when they ex])ect to arrive, 
are always met and escorted to suitable lodgings, 22 men students Avore met at 
the station or at the docks when they arrived here. These figures show a decrease on 
those for the previous year, a decrease due to the fact that A\dth the outbreak of War in 
September, a month Avheii nonnally the great majority of enquiries are received, the 
number of new arrivals naturally dwindled considerably, whilst the constituent Colleges 
and Schools of the University of London, when they evacuated to various centres 
throughout Great Britain, made arrangements for the accommodation of their students, 
including their Indian members, in hostels and colleges. Little or no accommodation was 
tlien required in London itself. During the year the Accommodation Officer was in touch 
AAith 194 landladies, 158 letters were received and IIG sent out, whilst 25 visits Avere paid 
to the office. A hundred and tAA'cnty-one houses AA'ere inspected, and the list of satisfactory 
accommodation at reasonable prices AA'liich has been built up b}’^ the Accommodation 
Officer AA'as fmrther extended. It is feared that, oA\dng to the general evacuation of 
students from London, many of the landladies have been obliged to close doAAm altogether, 
but the Accommodation Officer is, of course, keeping in touch with those who are still 
offering lodgmgs, both for the sake of the enquiries which, though limited, continue to 
come in, but also AA-itli a vicAv to ensuring tliat when tilings become normal again, and 
the rush of students is reneiA-ed, there AA’ill be at least a nucleus of good addresses to which 
both men and AA’omen may be confidently reconmiended. It is gratifying to read that 
Indian parents and guardians in India, as may be seen from the letters constantly 
being received by the Accommodation Officer, greatly appreciate the important serAuce 
wliich is thus render-ed to their sons and daughters, both AA'hen they first arrive and during 
their sojourn here, 

32. During the year under revneAA', three students Avere helped to return to India, 
and in addition three students AA’ere repatriated with funds secured from their guardians 
in India, including one aa’Iio had had a scA'cre nervous breakdoAAm. The Department had 
to help various students in serious financial difficulties to straighten out their affairs. 
Four students Averc Ioioaiti to be suffering from nervous breakdoAras during the year, 
of AAdiom one died in hospital in this couiiti}', two AA’ere sent home, and one is still under 
treatment. Various sad and regrettable casualties have also to be reported. Four 
students suffering from pulmonary tuberculosis are knoAATi to have died during the year. 
One student lost his life in a fiic, and another student undergoing training in aination 
Avas Idllcd AA’hen liis aerojilane crashed. 

33. As in previous yearn the Deparfanent has had to devote a considerable amount 
of time and attention in tracing and assisting students whose parents or guardians had 
lost touch AA-ith them, and in advising and helping otheis AA’ho had got into personal 
difficiilties of A’arious kinds. The outbreak of War, toAA’ards the end of the period covered 
by this Deport, naturally caused grave Ai’orr}’ to parents and guardiansan India, but the 
steps taken to give all possible advice and guidance to students in difficulties arising 
out of the War did a gooddeal 'to alleAuate the anxiety, -and to assure relatives in India 
that the AA’ell-being and welfare of the Indian students here were being looked aff“’* 


Section VII. 

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS.

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35. The students, as well as their parents and guardians in India, were confronted 
with serious difficulties and anxieties which called for immediate attention and action. 
They daily flocked in large numbers to seek the advice and guidance of the Department, 
whilst cables poured in from their relatives in India. To begin with, one outstanding 
question was whether they should stay here or try to return immediately to India despite 
the great increasing difficulties in the early stages of the War, of obtaining passage 
accommodation. Next the inevitable delay in postal and other communications 
with India which temporarily cut off the remittances upon which students relied to pay 
their living expenses and fees, etc., led to many temporary financial difficulties. At the 
same time there was grave doubt, owing to the disorganisation of University and other 
studies arising out of the evacuation of most of the constituent Colleges and Schools of 
London University and of many other educational institutions, rvhetiier the courses of 
study for which they had come, and for which their admission had been arranged, would 
in fact be available. 

V ‘ 

86. A Press communique was at once circulated through the Press in Great Britain 
requesting that students who had not already done so to register their names and addresses 
with the High Commissioner, and, at the -same time, to state whether they wished a 
return passage to India to be obtained for them as soon as the necessary accommodation 
became available. Large numbers of students took this step, an'd those who unshed to 
return were assisted to obtain passages as soon as possible. At the suggestion of the 
High Commissioner, and in order that the natural anxiety, of parents and guardians 
in India might be, as far as possible, allayed, the Government of India issued a Press 
communique to the effect that the High Commissioner was taking aU possible steps to 
advise and assist Indian students in the United Kingdom, that many universities and 
Colleges in evacuation areas had made arrangements to continue their, courses in neutral 
areas, that students here were being advised to continue their studies in accordance 
wdih the instructions issued by their University and College authorities, and that those 
in India would be well advised to stay there for the time being. As the situation became 
clearer and it was found that most of the Universities and Colleges throughout the 
covmtxy were opening for the new academic year, either in their own centres or m the 
areas to which they had evacuated, many students, and especially those who had made 
substantial progress with their academic studies, elected to stay here and continue their 
courses. The students most serionsly affected were those engaged on post-graduate work, 
as many of the Research Departments were either completely closed doAvn or their 
activities, especially owing to the fact that many members of their staffs had been called 
up for important war work, were severely curtailed. In the event, however, it was 
foimd possible to make satisfactorj’’ alternative arrangements for the majority of the 
research workers, and in this connection the grateful thanlcs of the lEgh Cominissioner 
are due to the Professors and Heads of Departments who did eveij'tliing in their power 
to ensure that their displaced research students obtained satisfactory facilities for their 
advanced work at other Universities and Colleges throughout the counti)^, where they 
were accorded a ready welcome. The warmest thanks of the High Commissioner mus 
also be accorded to the Professors and Heads of Departments of these reception Uni- 
versities and Colleges. 

\ * 

37. Long before the^ outbreak of War the High Conmiissioner had taken, steps to 
ensure that his Office would bean, a •position to afford immediate assistance to students 
who found themselves on the outbreak ot.War- wthout funds to meet their living and 
other expense. Most of the Indian Provincial Governments, as Avell as the Governments 
of many Indian States, empowered the High Commissioner to advance passage money 
to such students as might wish to return to India, and to grant reasonable weekly 
allowances to tliose continuing to stay in this country but whose periodical remittances 
from India to cover tlieir educational and living expenses might be held up, the advances 
m all such cases to be recovered from the parents or guardians of'tlic students concetne 
During September a large number of students received financial assistance in this ''cy, 
aiid^were thus enabled to tide over what might have proved a difficult time until t leir 
remittances from India again began to arrive regularly. 

88. A problem oi another kind arose out of the fact that a number of students who 
had returned to spend the Long AWtion in India either found themselves unable to 
obtain parages back to England, or were obliged to continue at home owing to the 
natural roliictancc of their parents to allow them to face the rislcs of the voyage to and 

’.■'idencc m tins countn'. 'I’liis involved the possible lois of the academic years they had 
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already completed here, but the University and College authorities generally have most 
sympathetically met the High Commissioner’s representations, and all possible con- 
sideration is being and wll be given to the cases of students who have not yet been able 
to resume their courses, or who were unable to arrive here until long after the usual 
opening of the academic j^ear. 

89. One of the most gratifying features in September was the alacrity and zeal 
witli vdiich many Indian students here offered themselves for service -with the armed 
forces of the Crovni or for such other forms of national service as their specia,! qualifications 
might best suit them. The subsequent official announcement that His Majesty’s Covem- 
raent had decided tliat, during jibe present emergency, Indians, Anglo-Indians and 
Burmans in this coimtry were-fo he on the same footing as British subjects of pure 
European descent as regards voluntary enlistment in the armed forces and as regards 
eligibility for the grant of emergency -Commissions in those.forces, was v-armly welcomed 
and Indian students have been accepted for service in the Royal Navy, the Army and 
the Royal Air Force. 

40. During the period, under review there were no less than 620 Indian students, 
including G2 women, engaged on research or advanced work, whilst well over 1,000, 
including 78 women, were pursuing academic courses leading to first degrees or diplomas. 
In addition, 200 students were engaged on full or part time courses at institutions 
prior to doing professional training of various kinds. The high general level of ability 
and attainment .of these students is again reflected in the lists given in Appendices IV, 
V and VI, of "the academic and other distinctions gained during the year. Of the post- 
graduate students, one gained the Doctor of Literature and one the Doctor of Science 
of the University of London, and one the Doctor of Science of the University of 
Edinburgh ; and m va,rious Faculties at Univeisities throughout Great Britain, 66 
obtained the Doctor of Philosophy (Ph.D.), 20 the degree of Master of Science (M.Sc.), 
eight (including one woman) the degree of Master of Arts (M.A.), and nine the degrees 
of Master or Baclidor of Education. One student obtained the M.Litt. of Cambridge 
and three (including one woman) the B.Litt. at Oxford. High professional distinctions 
were also gained by medical students. One obtained the M.D. of the University of 
Glasgow, one the M.D. of the University of Liverpool, and one the M.Ch.Ortli. (Master ■ 
of Orthopjedic •Wger}’^) at the University of Liverpool. Six (including one woman) 
passed the examinations for the Fellowship of the Royal College of Surgeons, England, 
and six those for the Slembersliip of the Royal College of Physicians of London at 
Edinburgh. Tliirtecn (including one woman) passed the examination for the Fellowship 
of the Royal College of Surgeons, Edinburgh, and eleven those for tlie Membership of 
the Royal College of Physicians, Edinburgh. In addition, 110 Indian doctors 
(including nine women) obtained post-graduate Medical Diplomas in such branches 
as Tropical Medicine, Public Health, Cliild Health, Gynaicology and Obstetrics, 
Ophthalmology and Tuberculous Diseases. Two hundred and thiriy-five students 
were awarded First Degrees or Diplomas in the various Faculties of Arts, Science, 
Engineering, Economics, etc., including 12 with First Class Honours. To these successes 
in tlie examination rooms may be added the fist of athletic and similar distinctions gained 
by Indian students at their respective Universities and Colleges. This list includes, of 
course, only those who have especially distingmshod themselves. in games' and athletics 
where their sldll and prowess have led to their inclusion in tiie Hockey, Tennis and 
Cricket teams. There is ample testimony to show that the general body of Tnffiap 
students in this country talce their due part in the extra-academic life of their Universities 
and Colleges, and that they recognise to an ever-increasing extent the value of 
participation in the corporate and social activities of their fellow-members. 

41. There has actually been an increase in the nmnber of women students during 
the period under review,- despite the fact that a number of tliose who had just arrived 
or- were on their way to tliis countr}'- when War hrolce out returned home. Those, who 
decided to come in spite of sea rislcs. arrived extraordinarily cheerful. A tribute is due, 
m fact, to the calm and collected manner in which the women students generally have 
coped mth war-time difficulties and anxieties, and the way in which they have settled 
do^vn to their studies. 

42. Eighty-three new women students entered British Universities and Colleges 
dumg the year, and the total number in attendance at the VKrious educational 
institutions was about 160; over -70 were, engaged on' postgraduate or advanced work. 
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The majority, as in previous years, were pursuing couraes eitlicr in Medicine or Educa- 
tion, but the number taking courecs in Physical ^Vaining and Domestic Science is slowly 
increasing, whilst others arc begimiing to take up Kindergarten Training instead of the 
usual Teachers’ Diploma. These are inlcre.sting and Avelcome developments, and the 
students concerned ought to find a wide and fruitful field for their activities when they 
return to India, where not many women liold Ihcse qualifications. The women had their 
fair share of tlie academic and other succe.sses smnmnriscd above. Miss K. K. Bliagvat 
(Bombay) was awarded the Ph.D. (Cambridge) in Bio-Ohemistry, and Miss D. H. 
Shalianey (United Provinces) obtained the PJi.D. (London) in Bacferiologj’’ as a student 
of the Imperial College of Science and Technology, liliss C. -7. Dnstur (Central Provinces) 
gained the B.Litt. degree in English at Oxford and Miss K. E. Bmen (a Government of 
Burma scholar) the hi. A. degree ui Geograph}’^ of the University of London. In Surgerj^ 
Miss V. Sankarambal (M}^ore) passed the examination for the Fellowship of the Royal 
College of Surgeons, England. 


43. As in prerious Reports, casualties — those who fall by the way— -have again, 
unfortunately, to be noticed. The cases of serious illness which are mentioned in para- 
graph 32 of this Report, make it necessary to emphasise the grave responsibility which 
lies on Indian parents and guardians to take all possible steps to, assure themselves that 
their sons and wards, before they leave India, are physically fit to endure a climate and 
way of living usually very different from that to which they liave been accustomed. 
The Department advises students who are here to have themselves medicall}' examined 
at least once a 3 ’ear, and in this connection it is interesting to note that inanj* University 
authorities throughout the country liave taken steps to provide their students rrith 
medical advice. 


• ^ i ^ * * 

44. It is satisfactory to note that there has been in tJie pas’t'IewyVars a decrease in 
the number of students whose lapses tend to bring discredit to the good repute wluc 
the Indian student community in this country has deservedly ivon for itself. A caretu 
survej’^ of the cases of students who got themselves into financial or other entanglements 
shows that their difficulties arc not always the result of insufficient funds, thougli tins 
is usually a contributor}’' factor, os is occasional!}’’ also the posse-ssion-of too mucli money. 
More often the root cause of failure lies in the fact that the student?, concerned na\e 
been allowed to come to this coimtr}', not only ’uith little or no idea of the exact comse 
of study to be rmdertaken, but also without, the prelunmar}’^ -educational or ot ler 
qualifications necessai}’’ to begin training of any Icind. Only too often such stu en 
tend to become idle and to fritter away both tune and money, and if, as is some 
unfortunately the case, they lack the moral .stamina necessaiy to face new and stran 
conditions far from the salutary influence of home and family life, tliey may fall m o 
dissolute or evil ways. Year after year brings a sad tale,. of grave wastage of ^ ® ’ 

Once again tlie responsibility of parent® and guardians in tliis matter nee q t 
reiterated. Despite what has been strongly cmpliasised time after time in pre^oi 
Reports, many are apparently still lUiuTlling or imable to realize that, 
it may have been in former years, there is now no ovemding nec<»syy 5 S 
Indians, and especially those whose goal is a Service appomtnnmt, to -leave , m ' 
country for tfie sole purpose of obtaining further ^ducati^al orv pro^^^^^^ 

q^QaIifica«oiiSi.;,.Iri -mrat ,the ^ of quilfflraftiom abroal'’ 

o-vNTi Indian Universities, and, many casic, the gainmg or aaoi o ‘ 

will not by itself necessarily betteje. tlfcipjprOTliocte of ^ othM 

return home.

difficulty of firt/liu g suitable training facilities, for Indian students is especially 
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niarked in industries other tlian the main branches of Engineering, such as Electrical 
and Mechanical. Various reasons are advanced against the acceptance of student 
trainees. In some industries, the organisation does not lend itself to trainees, whilst some 
firms accept them only with a vieAv to ultimate absorption in their o^vn worlcs. Other 
firms may be utilizing patent processes, or especially designed machinery evolved 
after long and expensive research and experiment, and they are not unnaturally chary 
of allouung access to their works. 

46. But the main difiiculty most probably arises, not from any racial discidmination, 
as is sometimes alleged, but is due, under the pressure ot intense trade competition, to 
the instinct of self-preservation, out of which arises a natural reluctance to accept 
trainees who may well be potential competitors. It is undoubted that many firms in 
this coimtry accept students for short-term training from a desire to render some service 
to the Empire. It is not always realised that such firms have not, in the majority of 
cases, any inducement, financial, or commercial, to encourage or recompense them for 
the trouble to wliich the management and staff are put, or for the disturbance of their 
organisation which the presence of trainees ine\dtably involves. It is accordingly a matter 
for satisfaction that despite the many difficulties in the way, not far short of 200 students 
were placed for training in some branch or other during the period under review. 

47. During the period under review visits were paid by the Head and Educational 
Officers of tlie Department to most of the University centres throughout the country, 
when matters affecting the interests of students generally as well as individual cases 
were discussed with the re.spective authorities, who, as always, showed themselves ready 
and anxious to do all they possibly could for their Indian members. Close and constant 
contact was,. as/‘usuai'.^n\ain,tained \vith the constituent Colleges and Schools of the 
University of London ’"as wMl as vith the central University authorities, who from time 
to time divring “-Oic. year kept the High Commissioner confidentially informed of the 
aiTangem'enls for evacuation which had been prepared so that he might be in a position, 
if called upon, td'ferider effective assistance to their Indian members.
